Washington Nov. 22.—Considerable 


Interest is taken in military circles 
in a., proposition advanced by coast 
artillery officers for 
the 
establish- 


ment of a littoral defense corps. The 
plan involves the separation of the 
coast artillery corps, from the.army 
proven and- combining it .with • the 
UnitedVstates marine corps into what' 
is described as the littoral 
defense 


corps, to be commanded by an officer 
of the' rank of major general. 
The 


'corps is to be divided into three ter- 
ritorial districts each commanded by 
a brigadier general. 
Bitter opposi- 


tion to -the plan-Js made by other 
arms of the; service principally the 
infantry. 'Generally it is maintained 
that .the separation of the coast ar- 
tillery would deprive the aruiy of an 
important element of 
its 
strength 


and would seriously cripple it in its 
operations in the event of a war. It 
'it'represented, however, that the na- 
vy proper would offer no serious ob- 
jection to the transfer of the marines 
to the land forces. 


These questions have been consid- 


ered by the officers of the 
general 


staff and may be presented to the 
secretary of war for his considera- 
tion.' It Is probable that the plan for 
the organization of a littoral defense 
corps may be considered in some of 
the military reports 
submitted 
to 


congress.

RESCUED ALIVE 


Were Penned Up In Ill-Fated 


Mine For a Week 


NINETY-TWO DEAD FOUND 


Little Hope That There Are Any More 


Survivors Under Ground — Touching 
Letter From Imprisoned Miner to 
His Wife— Account of Chivalry of 
Stronger Men Toward Weaker Ones 


Disputed by One of the Rescued

aroused by the rescue alive of twenty 
entombed men from 
the 
St.

mine, just one weelc after the fatal 
fire started, was dashed, or at least 
deferred in fulfillment, for not one 
more of the 310 men caught by the 
lire was found Sunday. 
' The day was spent in searching tile 
mine and in burying the corpses here- 
tofore 
recovered. 
The 
records 


show that of the 310 men left in the 
mine a week ago last Saturday nlglit 
18S are still missing, while 92 bodies 
have been found and 20.men.have been 
rescued alive. 


The fire that broke out afresh Sat- 


urday night was smothered Sunday to 


an extent that explorers were 
such 
able to work In the mine, but black 
damp in one of the galleries defied the 
men, as did cave-ids and debris. 


It was not even discovered whether 


there are more alive in the mine gal- 
leries, although the explorers, urg^d 
by the extreme condition in which tho 
twenty men 
saved 
Saturday 
were 


found, worked with almost superhu- 
man strength and rapidity/ 


Letjers written in their underground 


prison by some of the miners rescued 
alive have come to light in various 
.quarters. 
One of the most touching 


was written by John Lori-liner to ills 
•wife. Lorimer is a young Scotchman. 
He came, to America ten years I ago 
from Ayrshire. 


Lorimer received, in his bedroom, 


many callers who wished to congratu- 
late him on his escape. 
Lorimer's 


letter follows; 


"Dear, Wife: I am still living, al- 


though 'it is now 5 o'clock 
Sunday 


morning and there is little hope, as the 
black damp is getting tho best of us. 
There 'are 21. of us all together hero. 
Dear wife, do not grieve; we will 
meet again. 
God bless you; believe 


in Him. He will take care of you. I 
guess we will meet in. a' better land. 
Wheil you get over this let them know 
at home 
(Scotland). 
That is all, 


dear. God bless you. 


"YOUR LOVING HUSBAND.'

be offered In defense of these and 
other localities attacked that there is 
no telling wtien the smallest of .the 
navy yards will be of the

possible value, in time of war, and in 
that connection. the stations, on the 
Gulf coast will be put forward as of 
great prospective value by affording 
precautionary facilities in a neighbor- 
hood which the best naval judgment 
considers a very probable scene ot 
naval activity In time of war. While 
there is much to be said in lavor of 
concentration 
and 
consolidation, of 


plants it will be pointed out that this 
very proceeding of having a few large 
navy yards will render it the easiei 
for an enemy to put out of commis- 
sion our repair plants and place the 
fighting vessels at a great disadvan- 
tage. 
This evidently will constitute 


the most potent argument in favor 
of; continuing smaller yards located 
at places which may he 
reasonably 


considered as Convenient of access in 
time of trouble when our ships need 
relief. With 
recuperative 
facilities 


.in reserve, it will be pointed out, the 
likelihood of complete paralysis 
of 


the fighting fleet will be, at least, di- 
minished. 
Of course, in this propo- 


sition something will depend upon 
the attitude of the navy departnent 
and the recommendations of the sec- 
•mary of the navy, but it isv.by no 
means certain that even the 
most 


strongly buttressed recommendations 
from the secretary of the navy in fa- 
vor of the abandonment ot this' or 
that navy plant would be 
accepted 


ly Congress, where the element of 
local Influence will have its custorn- 
r-ry value.—Army and\ Navy Register.
